STEP in and stand up for teachers — or 
prepare for an autumn of discontent. 

That is the message to Kent County 
Council’s Paul Carter from teaching 
unions in Kent. 

They have appealed to the County 
Hall leader to write to education secre- 
tary Michael Gove asking for meaning- 
ful talks in the dispute over teachers’ 
pay, pensions and working conditions 
in a bid to avert strike action. 

National Union of Teachers’ (NUT) 
national executive member for the area, 
Dave Brinson, has since announced a 
coordinated strike in Kent and Medway 
planned for October 14. 

But Kent's divisional secretary of the 
NUT, John Walder, said he was hopeful 
Cllr Carter would try to stop this happen- 
ing by securing talks with Mr Gove. 


Mr Walder and fellow union repre- 
sentative Mark Dickinson, national ex- 
ecutive member for Kent and Medway 
at the NASUWT teachers’ union, hand- 
ed a letter to Cllr Carter in which they 
explained problems faced in their pro- 
fession and urged him to step in. 

“The Government's changes to 
teachers’ pay, daily denigration of 
teachers, cuts to pensions and rising 
levels of workload and bureaucracy 
in schools are creating significant diffi- 
culties for schools in recruiting and 
retaining staff,” they wrote. 

“Children in Kent are particularly af- 
fected by staff vacancies and the lack of 
specialist teachers in their schools. 

“Today, more than half of teachers 
say they are seriously considering leav- 
ing the teaching profession. 

“This will be extremely damaging to 
the life chances of children and young

people and it is vital the Government 
thinks again about the impact of its 
policies.” 

Speaking to KoS after the meeting, Mr 
Walder said it went well. 

“We informed him of the problems 
facing teachers, some of which he didn’t 
know about and is going away to look 
at,” he said. 

“Things have changed; in the old 
days the Tory-run council would not 
speak out against a Conservative gov- 
ernment, but KCC is not particularly 
pleased by the behaviour of this central 
government. 

“Cllr Carter has spoken out in the past, 
so we're hoping he will do so again.” 

The local Tory leader has previously 
found himself in hot water after speak- 
ing out against Mr Gove’s education 
overhaul, attacking the free schools 
policy and advising schools not to apply 
for academy status back in 2011 — the 
latter for which he did a swift about- 
turn, denying he was at loggerheads 
with the Government. 

The unions’ first hope is to secure a 
“genuine dialogue” with Mr Gove to 
discuss their worries.

“Morale is at an all-time low,” said Mr 
Walder. 

“It is high time Michael Gove seri- 
ously discussed teachers’ concerns. It is 
a mistake on his part to believe they will 
just sit quietly by and see their profes- 
sion continually attacked by this gov- 
ernment for no good reason.” 

Representative of the NASUWT in 
Kent, Trevor Desmoyers-Davis, said 
they had previously tried without suc- 
cess to seek and discuss trade disputes. 


He said: “Teachers are angry about 
the Government’s relentless attacks on 
their pay and working conditions, and 
frustrated the secretary of state is failing 
to take their concerns seriously.” 

Teachers argue the cumulative im- 
pact of pay freezes, an “inadequate” pay 
increase of one per cent and issues over 
pension contributions since the current 
government took office, amounts to a 
15 per cent fall in teachers’ real income. 

However, in a week when KCC is dis- 
cussing a further £239 million cuts and 
potential further job losses, in addition 
to the 1,600 already slashed, whether 
the public — and private businesses 
struggling in these austere times — will 
feel sympathetic towards the teaching 
profession remains to be seen. 

The planned October 14 strike will 
form part of a series of industrial action 
across the country in what is expected 
to be an autumn of discontent caused 
by the teaching industry. 

National rallies are also being 
planned as well as a one-day, all-out na- 
tional strike proposed before the end of 
the autumn term. 

KoS contacted Cllr Carter for a re- 
sponse, but he was unavailable for 
comment.

Bus pass scheme 
could be rolled out 


KENT County Council is to look at 
options for cheaper bus travel for young 
people up to the age of 18. 
At a meeting at County Hall on 
Thursday, members said they would 
review the popular Kent Freedom Pass 
scheme to see if it could be rolled out 
further. 
t follows a 15,000-signature petition 
from parents — prompting a debate by 
KCC - which stated that it was unfair 
the pass — costing £100 a year —- was 
not available to six-formers or college 
students. Instead, once they reach 16, 
they must switch to a 16+ bus pass, 
costing £520 for the year. 
Under changes by the Government, 
young people will have to stay in school 
until the age of 18, and parents argue 
that with this compulsory Legislation it 
would be unfair if students aged from 16 
to 18 are not offered the cheaper pass. 
Lynne Miller, from Deal, who started 
the petition, said: “Although govern- 
ment cuts have had a knock-on affect 
all round, parents should still be 
supported. 
“With the cost of everything so high 
now, higher travel costs are hard to find 
for me let alone those on Lesser 
incomes.” 
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THOUSANDS are set to flood to 
Folkestone this weekend for the 
eagerly anticipated War and Peace 
Revival show.

Commuter’s novel journey to 
work proves an online success 


Author stumbled upon money-spinner surrounded by dozing passengers

FOR most commuters, the daily journey into 
London is one to endure and perhaps catch up 
on some sleep. 

But for one businessman, his jaunt to London 
was the opportunity to pen a best-selling book. 

Andy Leeks, 33, from Headcorn, who de- 
scribes himself as a “number cruncher” at a 
London finance firm, took just three months to 
pen a hit novel — all about the 
life of a commuter awake in a 
carriageway while all others 
around him snoozed. 

And it proved such a hit he 
has now produced a string of 
follow-ups. 

He told KoS: “It just struck me 
one day that everyone in my 
particular carriage, which is 
about 40 people, was asleep. 

“Tt was a Monday morning in 
September last year, but I was 
feeling fresh. 

“IT know people are tired and 
that’s what people do on the 
train, but I popped a statement 
on Facebook saying ‘I can’t be- 
lieve it, it’s Monday morning 
and everyone is asleep’. 

“And the responses I got 
shocked me. All my friends 
came back telling me I was an idiot and should 
be asleep too.” 

An online argument ensued where Mr Leeks 
created a list of activities people could complete 
while commuting into work and one of those 
included having enough time to write a book. 

Mr Leeks added: “Without even really knowing 
it at the time, I'd pretty much set myself a task. 

“I didn’t tell anyone I was going to go and do 
it. But I started to write an online diary of each 
day of the life of a commuter.

“Some days it would be about people on the 
train, some days about something that hap- 
pened to me or a thought process I went through. 

“It’s kind of a comical look at what goes on in 
the life of a commuter.” 

After three months As They Slept was born. 
And with help from friends, Mr Leeks created his 
book just in time for last Christmas. 

And ever since, sales have soared. 

He said: “I researched how to get a book printed 
and just before Christmas I popped it on Amazon 
and Kindle; it just all went crazy 
after that. 

“It started off with two or 
three downloads a day and then 
the Kindle version came out at 
Christmas and before I knew 
what had happened I was get- 
ting 500 downloads a day. 

“Tt went to number one in the 
comedy charts, number one in 
the biography charts and was 
number 38 overall on the whole 
of Amazon. 

“The book stayed in the top 
100 for about three months and 
I've sold just over 40,000 cop- 
ies now.” 

The books were priced be- 
tween 99p and £1.99 making 
Mr Leeks and his wife Emma a 
tidy profit just for staying awake 
and filling his commuter time. 

And the writer didn’t stop there. He continued 
writing his diary for a year and has released 
them as follow-up novels every three months 
with the sequels continuing the trend of success. 

His latest book — Don’t Knock It Until You've 
Tried It — sees the author try unusual activities 
around the country. 

With his army of social media followers eager 
to read his next offering and a baby on the way, 
Mr Leeks surely won't be falling asleep anytime 
soon.

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Dead swimmer’s charities awaiting 
proof of mysterious £300k donation

TWO charities are nervously awaiting confirma- 
tion of an enormous £300,000 anonymous 
donation to a fund set up by tragic cross-Chan- 
nel swimmer Susan Taylor. 

Mrs Taylor, 34, “suddenly collapsed” as she 
came within a mile of the French coast last 
Sunday, after leaving Dover at dawn. The exact 
cause of death has yet to be confirmed. 

Since news of her death broke, donations 
started flooding in from well-wishers. 

At the point she set out on the swim, she had 
raised £3,000 for Rainbows, a children’s hospice 
in her home county of Leicestershire, and Diabe- 
tes UK. But within days that figure had soared to 
more than £67,000. 

Among the donors was TV star David Walli- 
ams who donated £1,000 after it emerged his 
cross-Channel swim in 2006 had inspired Mrs 
Taylor to take up the challenge herself. 

However, charity chiefs were left stunned on 
Wednesday when £300,000 — to be split equally 
between the two charities — was donated online. 

The firm behind the fundraising website said 
they are in “no doubt” it is genuine, but say the 
donor is insisting on remaining anonymous. 

The payment is currently working its way 
through the banking system and is expected to 
be confirmed on Monday. 


Tragic Susan Taylor had gone part-time in 
her job as an accountant in order to allow 
her to raise more money for good causes, and 
had already done a parachute jump and 
wing-walked to raise funds. 
But crossing the English Channel was her 
biggest challenge yet and one she had spent 
months preparing for. 
After setting off from Samphire Hoe, 
friends and family say she was in good spirits 
and confident of success under the guidance 
of the Channel Swimming Association — one 
of the groups which oversees the dozens of 
swims across the shipping lane every year. 
The 21-mile swim was being tracked and 
plotted by GPS and followed by friends on 


her Facebook page. 

Travelling in a support boat were husband 
Stephen, 43, and paramedic brother Dave, 40. 

But with Boulogne in sight, her sister said 
she “suddenly collapsed”. She was airlifted to 
hospital but died at 7pm. 

Her parents, Arthur and Joyce Wright, both 
68, spoke of their distress. Her father said he 
had lost the “best person in the world”. 

There have been eight deaths since Captain 
Matthew Webb first swam the Strait of Dover 
in 1875. The last was Paraic Casey, 45, from 
Ireland, who died last July. 

Of Mrs Taylor's death, the Channel 
Swimming Association said: “It was such a 
tragic loss under valiant circumstances.”

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Tree disease which leaves mighty oaks 
‘bleeding’ to death, is detected in county

A POTENTIALLY devastating threat to the na- 
tion’s oak tree population has been identified in 
Kent with the symptoms seeing the trees literally 
‘bleeding’ a distinctive looking sap. 

Acute oak decline (AOD) has put conserva- 
tionists on alert with the Midlands and south 
east among the areas worst affected. 

And sightings include trees near Canterbury 
and Tenterden. 

AOD targets trees mature oaks, older than 50 
years, and can kill within 60 months. 

The cause of the problem is unknown, but the 
Government has given the go-ahead to spending 
£1 million on researching the problem. 

The Forestry Commission is warning wood- 
land lovers in Kent to stay well away from in- 
fected trees and to report sightings. 

A spokesman said: “The vast majority of sight- 
ings have been north of Kent, but there have 
been some in the county. There has never been a 
formal survey which is why the Government is 
now paying £1.1 million to do just that. 

“The research funding from the Department 
for Environment, Food and Rural Affairs (Defra) 
is so we can formally model just where this is 
happening and where it might go. 

“We are keen to let people know that when

they go in to woodland they should take extra 
care to prevent spreading this disease by acci- 
dentally getting this sap on the hands or shoes 

“If people are visiting woodland with infected 
trees they should not touch them. 

“Also, don’t take any sticks or branches and 
even leaves out of the woodland. There is previ- 
ously unknown bacteria involved here and can 
easily be spread this way.” 

Dr Sandra Denman, also from the Forestry 
Commission, added: “This is a serious problem. 
So far we've only seen it in England, but because 


we haven't done any formal surveys we're un- 
sure as to the full extent of the problem. 

“But we do estimate there are many thou- 
sands of trees that are affected.” 

Julian Dormady, who leads the tree team at 
Bedgebury, in Goudhurst, said: “We do have 
oaks here, but ours are fine at present. It is cer- 
tainly something we keep an eye on and will re- 
port any outbreaks to Defra.” 

The decision to organise a formal survey was 
prompted by last year’s worries of Chalara frax- 
inea — better known as ash dieback — which kills 
ash trees. 

Andrew Ogden, campaigns manager at Pro- 
tect Kent, the local branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, told KoS: “The discovery 
that yet another disease is ravaging Britain’s 
trees is obviously quite alarming. 

“Following shortly after the pandemic ash 
dieback, we now have another infection attack- 
ing the quintessentially English tree, the oak. 

“Altogether, there is a fear that much of our 
native and ancient woodland could be stripped 
of indigenous species, should these and other 
tree diseases spread across the countryside.” 

Defra said: “AOD is a condition affecting 
several thousand oak trees, mostly across East 
Anglia, the Midlands and south east England. 

“Defra has provided funding for a research 
project to increase understanding the disease.”

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Medway trust under government 
microscope as NHS chiefs face axe 
unless standards of care improve

STRUGGLING Medway NHS chiefs will face 
the axe if they fail to improve the worrying 
standards of hospital care uncovered in the high- 
profile Keogh review. 

A team of experts is being parachuted in to 
regulate the quality of leadership which could 
lead to the “removal of any senior managers 
unable to lead improvements required”. 

It forms part of a series of measures being 
implemented at Medway NHS Foundation Trust 
in a bid to turn things around. The trust runs 
Medway Maritime Hospital in Gillingham. 

Health secretary Jeremy Hunt this week 
named the trust as one of 11 of the 14 under 
investigation by NHS medical director Sir Bruce 
Keogh to be put in special measures. 

Concerns over standards of care at Medway 
were first raised following the Mid Staffordshire 
hospital scandal, where an inquiry found 1,200 
patients may have needlessly died. 

Mortality statistics were investigated, laying 
bare problems with high death rates from 2010- 
11 to 2011-12. 

Medway came in the bottom 12 of all 145 


English hospital trusts. Figures released in 2011, 
revealed the hospital had 1,745 deaths in a year 
—238 more than expected. 

This latest probe uncovered even more worry- 
ing findings at the Kent hospital: 

* That the trust had taken its eye off the ball in 
pursuing the planned merger with Darent Val- 
ley Hospital in Dartford, so much so there was 
no improvement strategy for the Medway site 
in terms of clinical services or estates. 

* Junior doctors felt they frequently had to 
make clinical decisions above their level of 
competency in the management of unwell 
patients, particularly in haematology and 
orthopaedics. 

* Junior doctors and nurses reported there is a 
lack of senior staff to assess and refer patients, 
leading to inconsistency. 

* Junior doctors frequently left in charge of 
high dependency units with no senior staff to 
oversee and low staffing levels. 

* Training on quality is not currently embed- 
ded in the junior doctor training programme 
or ward inductions for new permanent staff, 
locums and agency staff. 

* The trust has no acute physicians for the 
acute medical unit out of hours and there is 


insufficient cover during the day. 

¢ There are no intensive/high dependency unit 
specialists for out of hours cover. 

¢ ASE is frequently at capacity and recognised 
as a problem area — focus groups cited prob- 
lems with timely assessment and treatment 
pathways at the front door which were consid- 
ered to critically affect the safety of patients. 

* No clarity on who is responsible for finding 
the root cause of all deaths to identify trends. 

The report also stated that morale among 
many staff was low. 

However, it stressed that multiple changes were 
happening at board and executive level, with a 
new medical director due to start in August. 

Mr Hunt said: “A public consultation heard 
stories of poor communication with patients, 
poor management of deteriorating patients, in- 
appropriate referrals and medical interventions, 
delayed discharges and long A&E waiting times.” 

Under these new special measures, the trust 
will be required to implement recommendations 
set out in the Keogh review, with external teams 
sent in to help do this. 

Health care regulators will also assess the 
quality of leadership at each hospital, which 
could potentially lead to senior managers losing

their jobs should they be unable to lead on the 
improvements needed. 

Each hospital will also be partnered with high- 
performing NHS organisations, similar to in the 
education sector, when a school is deemed failing. 

In his report, Sir Bruce said there had been 
fundamental breaches of care. 

He stressed none of the 14 hospitals investi- 
gated were providing consistently high quality 
care to patients. 

Political clashes in Parliament saw Mr Hunt ac- 
cuse the last government of leaving the NHS “with 
a system that covered up weak hospital leadership 
and failed to prioritise compassionate care”.

KENT County Show bosses have 
thanked the heavens after a scorching 
weekend helped put their attendance 
figures back on track.

KCC vote Gravesham site then 
call for 2018 start on crossing

COUNTY Hall chiefs are calling on the 
Government to fast-track plans for a 
third Thames crossing and have it built 
and open five years ahead of schedule. 

The consultation period into the three 
options put forward by the Government 
ended this week, with Kent County 
Council voting in favour of Option C-a 
crossing on land east of Gravesham. 

But it did so with a host of caveats. 

In a report published just 24 hours 
before the consultation closed, KCC 
urged the Department for Transport 
(DfT) to push ahead with construction 
of the new crossing to help ease conges- 
tion and boost the county’s economy. 

The report said: “KCC will urge DfT to 
significantly accelerate its programme of 
delivery to a 2018 start on site and an 
opening year of 2020, rather than the 
DfT stated starting date of no later than 
2021, with an opening year of 2025. 


“With a clear lead from Government, 
a 2018 start date would be feasible.” 

Paul Carter, leader of Kent County 
Council, added he believed a tunnel, not 
a bridge, would be the preferred option. 

This is likely to win support from 
conservationists, but add to the cost of 
any such project. 

He said: “What we don’t support are 
some of the link roads to the location. 

“And most importantly, the crossing 
should be a tunnel and not a bridge. 

“T am very keen we don’t look at the 
third Thames crossing in isolation, but 
look at it from Dover Docks to the cross- 
ings and the various enhancements 
that need to be made to the road infra- 
structure.” 

Gravesham Borough council leaders 
have, unsurprisingly, fought against 
the plans. 

In the original proposals put forward 
by the DfT, Option C connected the M2 
in Kent with the A13 in Essex. 

But KCC has said any road connec- 


tion should run further west, joining up 
with the A2 to minimise impact on the 
Kent Downs Area of Outstanding Natu- 
ral Beauty (AONB). 

In the report, KCC claimed its road 
amendments would also protect a Site 
of Special Scientific Interest (SSSI), an- 
cient woodlands and KCC’s flagship 
country park. 

The report said: “This western align- 
ment would connect into the A2 
between the east of Gravesend and 
Cobham junctions. 

“The council’s view is that overall, 
given the potential extent of the envi- 
ronmental impact of the DfT-proposed 
connection, this realigned connection 
would be preferable and is a feasible and 
deliverable alternative.” 

On closing the consultation period, 
the DfT said: “We have said we want to 
hear other suggestions. So we will listen 
to those and a decision will be made. 

“That is where we are at the moment.” 

A decision is expected in the autumn.

Why the soaring cost of house rent Is 
making parts of the county ‘unaffordable’

FINDING affordable housing in Kent is now all but 
impossible, according to a worrying new report. 

If you are a low or even middle-income couple 
with one child looking for a two-bed home, using 
the social renting market is now the only option. 

That’s according to a major investigation by 
campaign group, the Resolution Foundation. 

Its complex calculations were slammed by the 
Government as groundless, because they don’t take 
into account the availability of housing benefits. 

However, the group says with some benefits 
drying up thanks to government budget cuts, its 
findings are more than valid. 

Looking at the national picture, those in the 
south of England come off worst. 

Giselle Cory, senior analyst at the Resolution 
Foundation and joint author of the report, said: 
“Our analysis shows that a low-income, young 
family cannot afford to rent even a modest two- 
bed home in almost half of Kent — that’s six out of 
13 local authority areas.” 

The six authorities concerned are Canterbury, 
Dartford, Maidstone, Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

She added: “Other parts of the county are close 
to being unaffordable for them. 

“Unaffordable housing costs may mean families

in Kent have to cut back their spending in other 
areas to meet the costs of a basic but decent home.

thorities that are ‘affordable’ for a couple with a 
child requiring a two-bedroom property on a 
household income of £22,000 a year. 

The group defines affordable as a rent that is no 
more than 35 per cent of net household income. 

Rents are now so high, they are beyond the 
income scope of Britain’s families in one third of 
the country. 


Sevenoaks is Kent’s most expensive area with 
the hypothetical family needing to spend 43 per 
cent of their income on £800 rent. 

It is just fractionally ahead of Tunbridge Wells. 

Thanet is just ahead of Dover and Shepway as 
the county’s cheapest place to live, with 27 per 
cent of the income spent on £500 rent. Social 
rents are cheaper all round, but a startling low 
availability rules that out for most people. 

Sevenoaks council defended its position, blam- 
ing its geography. 

A spokesman said: “Property prices in the Sev- 
enoaks district are amongst the highest outside 
of London and consequently private rents tend 
to be higher than average and, as the district is 
93 per cent green belt, it’s a challenge to secure 
new land for housing. 

“Approximately 15 per cent of the district's 
housing stock is made up of affordable housing and 
we are working hard to increase this provision. 

“Our local planning policies require develop- 
ers to provide a proportion of affordable homes in 
new schemes, or for smaller developments to 
make a financial contribution towards local af- 
fordable housing. 

“We work closely with all our local housing 
associations to provide more affordable homes 
and work with private landlords to bring empty 
homes back into use. These homes tend to pro- 
vide more affordable rents.”

Remarkable design sows the seed 
for chance of a top national award

ONE of the county’s top green-fingered 
experts has seen one of her most ambi- 
tious projects reach the final of a prestig- 
ious national competition. 

Jo Thompson, from Cranbrook, is no 
stranger to receiving plaudits, following 
high-profile success at the RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show in recent years. 

But now a garden she created on the 
shifting sands of Camber, just over the 
East Sussex border, has been put 
forward for the prestigious Society of 
Garden Designers 2013 Awards. 

Featuring a sunken fire pit and man- 


made sand dunes, the Sea Gem was cre- 
ated by Mrs Thompson after the garden 
owner’s complex brief asked for a design 
in-keeping with the public beach front, 
provided shelter from harsh salty winds 
and maintained the area’s Site of Spe- 
cial Scientific Interest (SSSI) status. 

The 45-year-old said: “I worked with 
the owner and the architect from 
scratch to create an area around the 
house that worked with it; that created 
some privacy from the beach, but with- 
out blocking the view. 

“From the start, this garden was all 
about the elements; the strong, salty 
winds, its constant state of flux and 
finding plants that will take hold and 


not blow away. I am delighted with the 
garden though and this result.” 

And the Kent designer has stayed 
true to her county roots by using rope 
from Chatham's dockyard to provide an 
appropriate nautical boundary fence. 

Sea Gem has been narrowed down 
from 95 entries with the winners an- 
nounced in January. 

However, being so in-demand has 
meant Mrs Thompson will not be at 
Chelsea next year. 

She told KoS: “I have made the deci- 
sion not to do Chelsea in 2014, as we 
are very busy and we have some 
projects that will take us into next year 
so physically can’t do both.”

Sponsorship shortfall behind music festival cancellation

ONE of the county’s most popular an- 
nual live music events has been forced 
to pull the plug on this year’s event 
after facing a sponsorship shortfall. 

The Local and Live Music Festival 
has taken place in and around Tun- 
bridge Wells’ historic Pantiles for the 
past seven years. 


A popular showcase for local musi- 
cians, performed in a host of venues, 
the four-day event regularly attracts 
crowds of 20.000. 

But just a month before the 2013 
festival was due to take place — over the 
August bank holiday — organisers have 
been forced to put the event on hold. 

They say with no sponsorship it left 
a £20,000 shortfall which forced 
them to cancel the 100 acts booked. 


However, they insist it will return in 
2014. 

Organiser and local singer-song- 
writer Paul Dunton said: “At the mo- 
ment we just haven't got the funding 
in place to pay for costs. 

“The sponsorship has not come for- 
ward as it has in the previous years. 

“Normally by this point we have se- 
cured a major backer. 

“Although it is a free event it is pro- 


fessionally run, which costs money. 

“In terms of grants applications and 
sponsorship we are getting the same 
reaction; there’s not the disposable 
revenue to invest in a music festival 
with budgets being cut. In a recession 
the first thing that happens is sponsor- 
ship and grants will get chopped from 
the financial menu. 

“We may get saved at the eleventh 
hour. But we would still have to get the 


licences and the insurance sorted out. 

“To do that just with just four weeks 
notice, along with everything else, 
may not be logistically possible. 

“But this doesn’t mean it’s the end 
for Local and Live. We are detemined 
to return in 2014.”

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How just 100 years ago 
thousands took to our 
streets in peaceful bid 
to get women the vote

SMARTLY dressed and with determination on 
their faces, this is the moment Kent’s suffragists 
marched the county’s streets to fight for wom- 
en's right to vote. 

Somewhat overshadowed by the militant and 
thereby headline-grabbing suffragettes, much 
less is known about these peaceful protestors, but 
their dedication, particularly in Tunbridge Wells, 
saw them quietly making progress which would 
later assist in the historic moment in which wom- 
en were given the same voting rights as men. 

Forming part of the wider suffrage movement, 
the suffragists were found in both east and 
west Kent; in Tunbridge Wells, Ramsgate and 
Margate, and Rochester primarily. 

Exactly 100 years ago, they joined the national 
pilgrimage to London - organised by the non-mil- 
itant National Union of Women’s Suffrage Socie- 
ties (NUWSS) -— in the fight to get women the 
vote. It was also a chance to show the country 


they were serious in their plight, despite their 
less controversial tactics. 

So while the militant protestors rabble raised, 
chaining themselves to railings and setting fire 
to mailboxes, the suffragists marched peacefully 
through our county’s streets, stopping on July 
21, 1913, for a meeting at Victoria Hall in 
Southborough to rally the troops. 

Dr Anne Logan, senior lecturer in social his- 
tory at the University of Kent, and author on 
websites Writing Women’s History and Wom- 
en’s History Kent, said Tunbridge Wells was the 
scene of a vibrant women’s suffrage movement. 

“Because of their tactics, the suffragettes are 
more widely known. It made the cause more 
controversial and it therefore moved up the 
agenda politically,” she said. 

“Numerically, however, I think the suffragists 
were stronger. They had groups in west and east 
Kent and in the pilgrimage there were two 
routes; one going through Thanet, Canterbury 
and Rochester and the other, Tunbridge Wells, 
Tonbridge and Sevenoaks.”

Dr Logan said there were men who also 
marched and the protestors were heckled as they 
took to the streets. 

“If you look at the picture, you can see the suf- 
fragists were smartly dressed and civilised,” she 
said. “They combined at the Victoria Hall on July 
21 for a big meeting where Amelia Scott made a 
speech.” 

Mrs Scott, who would later become one of the 
first women to be voted onto Tunbridge Wells 
Town Council, made a morale-boosting speech. 

“Equality is only recognisable by the state 
when the tax collector comes around,” she said. 

“Women no longer compete with fellow wom- 
en in the marriage market... she now competes 
with men and women in the labour market. 

“We women claim our right to political power 
in order that we may better carry it out.” 

This latter comment, Dr Logan said, was par- 
ticularly interesting. 

“Tt shows it wasn’t about the vote, but what 
they could do with that vote, which is really 
what people should think about today. There is a 
lot of apathy towards politics.” 

To mark the centenary of the pilgrimage, a series 
of walks are being organised around the country, 
with the Kent route beginning in Ashford. 

Organised by Lucy-Anne Holmes and Gavin 
Blowman, Walk for Women will take place over 
the summer, with the county’s on July 27 start- 


ing in Chilham at 10am and covering 12 miles. 

Mr Blowman told KoS the feedback had been 
very positive. 

“Sometimes with things like this, you'll al- 
ways find an opposing opinion, but everyone is 
on board. 

"You don’t have to be a feminist — this is a walk 
to celebrate those powerful, strong women who 
stood up against something that was not right. 

“It’s about the bigger picture, about things 
that are going on today in our world which are 
not right.” 

He added “It’s surprising for young girls to see 
that things haven’t always been this way; that 
women haven't always been able to vote.” 

Mr Blowman said he believes there is a long 
way to go before there is true equality. 

“The suffrage movement is almost a micro- 
story in what is actually a bigger story. It was a 
massive thing which made huge changes, but 
we're still not quite there,” he said. 

“There are still cases of discrimination in the 
work place. There is still a lot of inequality. 

“We'll only get equality with men and women 
working together. 

“There’s not as many men taking part as I 
would like. There were men who walked in the 
original suffragists' walk.”

County's ‘Stonehenge’ 
still a best-kept secret

THEY are described as Kent’s Stonehenge and 
believed to be the earliest prehistoric monu- 
ments surviving in Britain, but the Coldrum 
Longbarrow remains one of the county’s best- 
kept secrets. 

Sited in Trottiscliffe, just west of West Malling, 
Coldrum Longbarrow - or the Coldrum Stones — 
is believed to have been built around 4,000 BC 
and is the best-preserved of the group of early 
Neolithic structures near Maidstone known as 
the Medway Megaliths. 

They are believed to be the earliest prehistoric 
monuments surviving in Britain. 

Although almost 1,000 years older than 
Stonehenge, Coldrum was originally described 
as “a miniature Stonehenge”, as it was wrong- 
ly assumed its stones had originally been 
set out in a circle. 

It was later realised the Coldrum 
stones marked a rectangular mound 
covering a communal grave. 

However, Coldrum and Stone- 
henge have one thing in com- 
mon; their builders used massive 


sarsen sandstone _ boulders, 
found in many places between 
Wiltshire and Kent. 


The first prehistoric finds at 
Coldrum were pot fragments, un- 
earthed in 1856. 

Eight years later, Kent Archaeological 
Society members Benjamin Harrison and 
Flinders Petrie returned to the site to continue 
the excavation. 

Harrison was born in Ightham in 1837 and 
spent his life searching for evidence of Kent's early 
inhabitants after an inspirational visit to one of 
the Medway Megaliths, Kit’s Coty, while a pupil 
at the British School at Platt, near Sevenoaks. 

His compatriot Petrie was born in 1853 in 
Charlton and was an eminent Egyptologist and 
archaeologist whose many achievements in- 
cluded introducing a numbering sequence for 
Stonehenge’s stones that is still used today. 

Together the pair measured and sketched 
Coldrum, paving the way for a more ambitious 
investigation to follow in 1910, by Francis James 
Bennett of West Malling, a fellow of the Geologi- 
cal Society of London. 

Now a series of 100-year-old pictures of the 


stones have finally been committed to a digital 
format to be enjoyed by future generations. 

Previously held on glass plate negatives, they 
record the 1910 excavation of the structure and 
the human bones that were unearthed at the site. 

Denis Anstey, head of IT for the Kent Archaeo- 
logical Society, said: “The pictures are among 
thousands of images of Kent dating from the early 
18th century to the late 20th century that the 
KAS has collected since it was founded in 1857. 

“Some of them are now very delicate and they 
will inevitably continue to deteriorate with time, 
so it is very important we keep them in digital 
format. This will enable us to offer the images to 
local historians, researchers and publishers long 
after the originals become too fragile to copy.” 

The more in-depth dig turned up a far more 
interesting series of finds with a human skull 

containing teeth recovered. 

“No sooner had I put my fork in,’ wrote 
Bennett, “than I at once turned up 
some human bones, under only a 
\ few inches of soil.” 

Bennett was joined by Edwin W 
Filkins, an architect who lived at 
Claphall, Gravesend, and togeth- 
er they retrieved five skulls and 
bones from an estimated 22 
adults and children. 

The samples were handed over 
to Sir Arthur Keith, anatomist and 
anthropologist of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, while others were donat- 
ed to Maidstone Museum. 

In 1913, Bennett published his report and 
photographs to the Journal of the Royal Anthro- 
pological Institute. 

Thirteen year later on July 10, 1926, the 
National Trust bought Coldrum Longbarrow 
and dedicated it to the memory of Ben Harrison, 
its first archaeologist and historian. 

But the Coldrum fascination doesn’t stop there. 

Recent radiocarbon dating at Cardiff Univer- 
sity of some of Coldrum’s bones has shown they 
are several hundred years older than was origi- 
nally thought and are possibly among the earli- 
est remains of Neolithic people ever found in 
Britain. 

Because of this new discovery, further field- 
work is planned at Coldrum this summer as part 
of the Medway Valley Prehistoric Landscapes 
Project, directed by Dr Paul Garwood, lecturer in 
Prehistory at the University of Birmingham.

Scapegoating 
drink drivers 


IN THE opinion piece by MP 
Rehman Chishti (KoS, July 7), 
he is demanding tougher 
sentences for drink drivers, 
but failed to give the whole 
facts, misleadingly suggesting 
drivers can only receive six 
months in prison. 

Firstly, those just over the 
limit will get a minimum 
driving ban of 12 months, 
which might not sound bad if 
you live close to your place of 
work or in a town with good 
public transport. 

But many of us do not, so 
the loss of a job could mean 
failure to meet mortgage 
payments and financial 
destruction for your family. 

Then there is a three-year 
ban if a second offence occurs 
within 10 years and, of course, 


there are severe fines and 
higher insurance costs or even 
insurance refusal. It can also 
create visa problems to visit 
other countries. 

Because magistrates are 
not allowed any discretion, 
which is usually the norm, 
even those misjudging the 
‘morning-after’ effects get 
sentenced for the smallest of 
margins over the limit. 

Causing death because you 
have been drinking can lead to 
unlimited fines and up to 14 
years in prison. 

I would emphasis here that 
being over the drink-drive 
limit seems enough to put all 
the blame on the driver, when 
in fact, there may be little 
evidence the driver was to 
blame. After all, drinking does 
not make you immune from 
making the same silly mistakes 
as sober drivers. 

As motoring justice gets 
ever more nearer to ‘rubber- 


stamp’ revenue collecting, 
drivers will lose the right to a 
secondary fail-safe blood/urine 
test and a chance of a court 
appearance, where defending 
lawyers have the chance to 
meet the prosecution and 
witnesses face-to-face. 

Now many would argue 
that you should not drink at 
all, but most do not want to 
live some monastic lifestyle, 
and while Mr Chishti’s 
religion bans any form of 
alcohol, us non-Muslims have 
been drinking for a couple of 
millennium. 

Nobody is supporting

Crisis over: 


Ed gets his 
life in som 
perspectiv 


He is one of the UK's top comics but, as 
Greg Miles discovers, one milestone had 
a profound effect on Irishman Ed Byrne 


HERE are no fast cars or 

luxury yachts but maybe a 

nice pair of walking boots 

for comedian Ed Byrne, 

who considered his midlife 

crisis to have arrived a 
decade earlier than for most. 

The Irishman, who comes to Tun- 
bridge Wells with his new show in 
October, is now into his 40s, but far 
from the meltdown sometimes associ- 
ated with the ageing milestone he is 
embracing the outdoors and everything 
that life has to offer. 

The regular guest on BBC’s Mock The 
Week and Live At The Apollo was in fact 
more frightened of approaching his 30s. 

“That’s when I did the whole going 
out with a girl nine years younger than 
me,” said the father of two. 

“For me there was trepidation about 
hitting 30. At 40 I was more resigned to 
it. I had a sports car for a little while 
before we had kids. 

“After my first child came along, I got 
rid of it. It’s not a midlife thing, but more 
of a middle-age thing.” 

The 41-year-old took up comedy af- 
ter quitting university, where he was 
studying horticulture, and has since 
gone on to sell out three UK tours and 
perform at the Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival, which is where he met his wife 
Claire Walker in 2003. 

“T imagine if I'd become a gardener I 
would have my own television pro- 
gramme — instead I went into comedy,” 
he said. 

“Sometimes — when you watch all the 
gardening and cooking programmes — I 
think I should have got myself a trade. 
That’s how you get on telly. 


“I’m quite into my outdoorsy stuff, 
hill-walking and the like. I do an article 
every other month for a magazine 
about it. Once I give up being on the 
road, it would be nice to move across 
into that programming.” 

While his passion at the moment is 
comedy, it is not something that always 
comes easily. 

“I do feel like it’s going to continue,” 
he said. “I go in fits and starts. When 
you're at that blank-page stage, you 
think you've got to be at Edinburgh 
with a new hour of material and you've 
only got five minutes’ worth, you think 
I've got to get out of this game, I can’t 
keep doing this. 

“But then it comes round and Edin- 


burgh is a few weeks away and you've 
got the new show and you look forward 
to doing it. It then expands to the point 
you can take it on tour. 

“I'm just looking forward to getting 
out and telling it.” 

His year didn’t get off to the greatest 
of starts as he had to have a hernia op- 
eration, but it is those kind of experi- 
ences that fuel his creativity.

“T have to say it does help, especially 
when you have a natural desire to muck 
about and to look at what people are 
saying and find funny things in it. 

“It's handy that things happen. 
You're aware as things are happening 
that you’re influencing them to make 
them funnier. 

“The other funny thing about being a 
comedian is that you get leeway with 
people — they expect you to act up and 
you can get away with it. 

“It’s liberating, but other people think 
they can say what they like. 

“T remember I went to Australia for a 
festival and went to an opticians when I 
was there. As soon as I mentioned I was 
a comedian he kept making Irish jokes 
at me, saying stuff like “You will notice 


there’s a clever thing on the hinge here 
on the glasses — well, you probably 
didn’t notice because you're Irish’. 

“Tt wasn't even funny.” 

He has, though, had a change of heart 
when it comes to what the public think. 

In 2011, he quit Twitter but is now 
back on the social-networking site, ignor- 
ing anyone intent on being a nuisance. 

“T didn’t want to read what anyone said 
and I thought I'm only quitting Twitter 
because someone will say something 
horrible, but then they win.”

“Tt’s the same for lots of woman — you 
have a fractured career, you want to be 
with your family.

WHEN you think of food at music festivals, 
more often than not your mind wanders to 
burgers, chips and hot dogs. 

What you might not expect is the kind of 
food of which Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall 
would be proud, and it’s at this point that 
vegetarian Leon Lewis comes in with his 
foraged cuisine.

“T was a boarder at Brentwood School, 
where Griff Rhys Jones went, and the on- 
slaught of three meals a day put me off 
meat for life,” he said. 

“I was very interested in health and reg- 
ularly read Health For All magazine in the 
1960s, which had articles about a vegetar- 
ian diet in it. I liked playing cricket and 
looked at my fat grandparents and thought 
I don’t want to be like them.” 

Although he has enjoyed success at 
festivals such as Glastonbury down the 


years, Leon feels the public do not make 
enough of what is essentially free food 
available in the countryside. 

“It was a very slow process to get to 
where I am now. Only in the last 10 years 
have I started finding out about certain 
mushrooms,” he said.

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The Meze House took me back 
to those sunny Greek holidays 


UCKED away along a side road and 
hidden among residential flats, you 
would be forgiven for walking 
straight past The Meze House. 
Word of mouth, however, has 
again proved its worth and it seems 
this new restaurant, just a stone’s throw from 
The Leas in Folkestone, has already attracted a bit 
of a following. 

One step into the surprisingly spacious restau- 
rant and you feel a million miles away from the 
road outside and, despite being on the lower 
ground floor, the typical white-and-blue décor 
seen in many Greek eateries combined with big 
mirrors makes it bright and inviting. 

Speaking to the waitress, The Meze House has 
been up and running for a year and is doing well, 
despite its understated location. 

But perhaps this is part of its charm: a hide- 
away from the main bustle of the high street... a 
bit of escapism, it feels, to sunnier climes. 

Of course, that feeling of being away on holiday 
was helped by the fact that the sun was finally 
shining, but it was primarily because of the food, 
cooked by a Greek chef, being so authentic. 

We cautiously ordered a bottle of Keo Thisbe, a 
Cypriot white wine. I say cautiously as I have 
many times sampled Cypriot or Greek wines that 
left a lot to be desired. The friendly waitress, how- 


ever, assured us that the wines had been carefully 
hand-picked. It was indeed delicious, light and 
refreshing — to almost dangerous proportions (I'd 
already drunk my second glass before finishing 
the first course). 

My guest and I decided to go for the speciality 
set menu for two people. Having not been to the 
restaurant before, we were told it was a good way 
to sample a range of dishes. 

The first delight brought to our table was a trio 
of tzatziki, hommous and tyrokafteri served with 
grilled pitas and olives, a plate of grilled halloumi 


cheese with olive oil and oregano, and a Greek 
salad. I made the common error of filling up on 
this first course, while my guest bided his time for 
the next round of dishes. 

This included a stunning tyropita — a filo pastry 
and feta pie with honey and sesame — and 
calamari. Again both were delicious, the pie a 
tasty mix of salty and sweet and the calamari 
tender and juicy. Both were, however, incredibly 
filling and I was starting to doubt the strength of 
the top button of my trousers. 

The final dishes were meatballs in a tomato 
sauce, grilled pork souvlaki skewers and skinny 
chips seasoned with oregano. 

The food was mouth-watering. I had been to 
Greece just a year before and the meal was trans- 
porting me back there. 

Too stuffed for desserts, we instead sat and 
finished the bottle of wine and took in the lovely 
atmosphere. At no point did we feel rushed. 

The Meze House has managed to encapsulate 
the laid-back feel of an authentic Greek restau- 
rant with delicious food to match. 

The bill was £43.90.

Change in outdated business rates 
system needed to help shop owners

ASK any shopkeeper to list their primary gripes 
and the thorny topic of business rates is almost 
certain to raise its head. 

So it will come as little surprise that a survey 
by one business support organisation has shed 
worrying light on how it impacts on business. 

The poll by the Federation of Small Businesses 
(FSB), which quizzed some 2,425 members, 
revealed almost one in 10 now pay more in rates 
than they do in rent. 

Now it is calling for a major overhaul of the 
system, saying it puts far too much strain on 
businesses — many already struggling against 
the twin threats of the economic squeeze and the 
decline of town centres as retail hubs. 

The survey found a fifth of respondents pay 
full business rates, with three in 10 firms receiv- 
ing some form of rates relief, such as small 
business or rural rate relief. 

However, the FSB is concerned seven per cent 
of respondents paying business rates say they pay 
more in rates than rent. A further six per cent 
say their rates and rent costs are about the same. 


The FSB insists the business rates system is 
cumbersome and overly complex, and would 
like to see the Government take a formal review 
to make it simpler and fairer. 

The call comes ahead of another inflationary 
rise due to be calculated in September. 

The FSB wants to see the Government change 
the inflation index used to calculate annual 
increases from the RPI (Retail Price Index) to the 
CPI (Consumer Price Index) to bring it in line 
with other government policies. 

The key difference between the CPI and RPI -— 
both of which measure inflation — is subtle. 

Both use the traditional method of taking a 
basket of goods, food, clothes and petrol, and 
comparing and contrasting the price to find the 
propotional difference. 

However, the CPI does not take into account 
other key costs to the shopper, such as mortgage 
payment, rents and council tax, while RPI does. 

As a consequence, RPI tends to reflect a high- 
er level of inflation to CPI.

MANSTON Airport has welcomed British 
Airways’ massive Airbus A380 - the world's 
largest commercial passenger aircraft. 

The new addition to British Airways’ fleet will 
be based at the Thanet airport as part of the 
airline's training for its pilots, flight crew and 
cabin staff before the A380s enter service in 
September.

Charles Buchanan, chief executive of Manston 
Airport, said: “It's exciting to think that Manston 
welcomed the first of our national flag carrier 
A380s and that Kent saw the distinctive union 
flag tail-fin before Los Angeles and Hong Kong, 
the airline's first routes for the new aircraft. 

“We welcomed David Cameron recently when 
he officially opened the London Array wind farm 
and Manston’s potential did not go unnoticed. 

“With the debate over the future provision of 
airport capacity in the south east currently 
raging, the decision by British Airways to use 
Manston for training graphically illustrates the 
capability, flexibility and capacity of the largest 
under-utilised runway in the region.”

“Tt is based on rental values but only adjusts 
its valuation assumptions every five years. 

“Its treatment of empty property is tanta- 
mount to a tax on no income, and it continues to 
use RPI for annual tax increases because it is 
normally above the Government's official meas- 
ure of inflation, CPI. The FSB wants to see a level 
playing field for all Kent businesses. 

“There is no doubt small businesses across the 
county are struggling for survival. Indeed, busi- 
ness rates are one of the highest costs for many 
Kent businesses after wages and rent, and for 
seven per cent of small businesses, business rates 
were actually higher than rent. 

“Businesses will continue to be lost as a result 
of this outdated and unfair system. 

“The Autumn Statement will need a wide 
range of measures to target relief at businesses 
most in danger, and it will need to talk to busi- 
nesses about a major overhaul of the system. 

“It doesn’t work anymore; it is crushing small 
businesses and killing our high streets. That 
surely can’t be right.”

Entrepreneur donates 
£1m for law school site 


THE University of Kent has received a £1 million 
donation from entrepreneur and philanthropist 
Charles Wigoder towards building a new home 
for its successful Kent Law Clinic. 

The donation - one of the biggest single gifts 
from an individual in the university’s history - 
will go towards a major fundraising campaign 
currently under way. 

Mr Wigoder, who built up his fortune in tele- 
communications, is an alumnus of the university. 

It is hoped the new building, at the uni- 
versity’s Canterbury campus, will be 
open for business in two years’ 
time. 

The Kent Law Clinic, which 
is part of the university’s 
Kent Law School, operates 
as a partnership between 


students, academics and 
practicing solicitors and 
barristers. 


It provides a public ‘pro 
bono’ service for people who 
need free legal advice and rep- 
resentation but cannot afford to 
pay for it, while at the same time 
enabling students to gain experience 
of the law by working under supervision on 
cases for clients of the clinic. 

Work is expected to begin next year on the 
new building — which will also include a new 
‘mooting’ court to allow students to become fa- 
miliar with a courtroom - with a formal opening 
due during the university's 50th anniversary 
celebrations in 2015.

Law Clinic, said: “Everyone connected with the 
clinic is hugely grateful for this major donation

“This exciting new building for our law clinic 
will enable us to expand significantly our pro 
bono service to the public, which in turn will 
mean that more of our students will have the op- 
portunity to learn about law through hands-on 
case work experience. 

“Our new mooting room will also enable stu- 
dents to hone their advocacy skills in a realistic 
courtroom environment.” 

Professor Dame Julia Goodfellow, vice- 
chancellor of the University of Kent, 
added: “We are delighted that 
Charles Wigoder has chosen to 
make this very significant do- 
nation to support the univer- 
sity’s award-winning Kent 
Law Clinic.

Finding evidence of a top quality course

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Sky proving the limit for 
hard-pressed landlords 
wanting to screen sport

PUB landlords say the cost of screening top-level 
sport is becoming so expensive it is making them 
switch-off from showing the likes of Premier 
League football and the Ashes. 

One pub and restaurant owner in Tunbridge 
Wells said he had to call time on the satellite 
service after provider Sky wanteda_ staggering 
£2,400 a month for him to show Sky Sports in 
his pub. 

The cost of showing Sky Sports channels in 
public venues varies, but the national average is 
said to be around £400 a month for pubs. 

And with BT ready to launch its BT Sport 
channels this summer too, also offering Premier 
League football, some landlords face seeing their 
bills soar even higher. 

Matt Sankey runs the popular Sankeys pub 
and restaurant in Tunbridge Wells. 

He told KoS: “I did have Sky Sports, but they 
charge according to the rateable value of the 
property plus its turnover. I dropped it about 
seven years ago because they wanted £2,400 a 
month from me. 

“This is not a football pub, but I would like to 
show the Ashes and other cricket, plus rugby 
and tennis. But I am not allowed to do that. It’s 
all or nothing. 

“T should imagine pubs that are empty when 
there is no football on, and busy when it is being 
screened, are finding it difficult. I am not pre- 
pared to pay more than £2,000 to show what I 
call premier sports. It’s just crazy.” 

One solution is to find an alternative. Roy 
Barker at the Dragoon in Maidstone found what 
he thinks is ideal. 

He told us: “Sky charges us £1,000 a month 
and it is crippling business. But I went online to 
see if there are any alternatives and came up with 
ADTV, which is Abu Dhabi Television Network. 

“For £150 a month for one of their boxes, the 
signal comes in on the usual broadband and 
shows all the football matches I need. 

“For the moment I have both companies, but 
my customers are happy with ADTV sol am now 
seriously considering dropping Sky.

“A saving of £850 a month will make all the 
difference to me.” 

Greg Liddon, landlord of the small family ori- 
entated Three Cups Inn at Dover, said he “played 
hardball” with Sky and got a decent discount 
from the £400 a month he was paying. 

He told us: “I will say Sky is now quite happy 
to negotiate, or at least they were with me. The 
chap came down to the pub, saw how small we 
are and was prepared to do a deal. 

“I told him if I dropped Sky, they lose out com- 
pletely. I also agreed to sign up for a longer con- 
tract rather than go with the monthly rolling 
contract they have for most pubs. It made good 
business sense all round.” 

A spokesman for the Spirit Pub Company, 
which runs the Old Ash Tree in Medway, told us 
they are also worried about the cost. 

The company said: “While we are happy with 
the service we have received from our Sky Sports 
subscriptions, we are currently in negotiations 
with Sky as per the company policy to regularly 
review supplier contracts to ensure they are meet- 
ing company objectives on price and delivery.” 


Alison Dolan, deputy managing director of 
Sky Business, told us: “Sky has frozen subscrip- 
tion prices on its Sky Ultimate package for two 
successive years, meaning landlords will not 
have had a price increase since September 2010. 

“Throughout these price freezes, we have con- 
tinued to invest in our product. 

“On-screen, this has included broadening 
Sky’s range of sports rights, innovating in cover- 
age and using the best analysts around to ensure 
Sky Sports remains unbeatable for bringing 
people into local pubs and generating revenue 
for these publicans. Despite increasing costs and 
our continued investment, we are choosing not 
to pass on any cost increases onto licensees, be- 
cause we recognise that the trading environ- 
ment remains tough for publicans.” 

She also warns: “Sky Sports is not carried on 
Abu Dhabi TV. Sky Sports is only available to 
pubs in mainland UK, via a commercial agree- 
ment from Sky Business.” 

Broadcasting watchdog Ofcom added: “What 
Sky Sports charge is down to them - it is a com- 
mercial decision.”

Prior to flotation, the firm raised 
£280,000 through the issue of 14m 
ordinary shares at 2p. 


At the point of entering the 
market, it will have 228,375,190 
ordinary shares - giving it an 
approximate market capitalisation 
of £4.6m. 

Family-run property developer 
Combe Bank Homes is a wholly- 
owned trading subsidiary of 
Trafalgar, which was established in 
2006. 

Directors of Trafalgar expect the 
latest financial results - up to the 
end of the financial year on March 
31 - will be announced next month.

NOT surprisingly, having reinterpreted the 
classic Beetle shape so brilliantly with the 
new-generation saloon launched last April, 
Volkswagen has come up with a lovely 
convertible. 

Looking less pram-like than the crop-top 
version of the so-called New Beetle (2003-10), 
the latest Beetle Cabriolet is arguably the 
most stylish small open-top car you can buy, 
upstaging the Mini Convertible and also 
managing to be more practical — boot space is 
224 litres against the Mini’s 125. 

The new car is lower, longer and wider than 
its recent predecessor and dumps the Toytown 
looks in favour of a more sporting approach, 
which also marks a departure from the glorious 
yet staid old 1949 Cabriolet version of the 
original Beetle. 

However, VW stylists have cleverly drawn on 
the past with launch editions that show what 
can be done with an imaginative options list 
and, for outright retro charm, it’s hard to beat 
the 50s Edition (from £24,895) with its chrome 
hubcaps and wheel-trims echoing white-wall 
tyres — whatever happened to those? 

You can also have suitably nostalgic 60s 
(from £26,115) and 70s Edition (from 
£25,690) models, all three being based on the 
mid-range Design spec (from £20,800). 

OK, so you've gathered the new Cabrio is not 
cheap, though standard kit includes air-con and 
a sound system with digital radio. 

Then again, as the Mini and Fiat 500 have 
proved, image-conscious buyers of cars like this 
are not only willing to pay more but are also 
eyeing up a wide-ranging options list that 
includes things like legendary guitar-maker 
Fender's branded sound system. 

As suggested earlier, the new Cabrio goes 
head to head with BMW’s Mini Convertible in 
most buyers’ minds and, apart from deciding 
which retro design you like most, the choice 
might come down to driving dynamics and 
practicality; the Mini noses ahead on the former 
but loses out on the latter. 

The Beetle is geared far more to comfort so 
doesn't have the point-and-shoot appeal of its 
rival — it feels a bit stodgy on corners. 

But the two rear seats will accommodate two 
adults, providing they are not sitting behind 
six-footers who need the front seats back a long 
way, and there is that decent boot. 

The cabin is also superbly evocative of the 
original Beetle: lovers of the original car will like 
the colour-coded dashboard and door-trimming. 

The electric well-insulated roof with heated- 
glass rear screen folds neatly in just 9.5 seconds 
and this can be done at speeds up to 31 mph. 

As ever with VW, there is a good choice of 
petrol and diesel and even a super-eco entry, 
trim BlueMotion Technology 1.6-litre diesel 
option (from £20,220), but the 160PS (158bhp) 
turbocharged 1.4-litre (from £22,690) will save 
you money upfront and deliver good performance.

RENAULT’S long-threatened price war using its 
budget-brand Dacia began as a phoney war. 

The Romanian-built range was in such de- 
mand elsewhere, said Renault, that production 
capacity simply could not be spared to turn out 
UK-spec right-hand-drive cars. 

So the standard-bearer for the invasion, the 
Duster SUV-cum-crossover tested here, eventual- 
ly arrived toward the end of last year — and late. 

But it has made up for lost time, helped by a 
headline-grabbing entry price of £8,995 that 
buys an SUV for supermini money and roughly 
half that of an equivalent Qashqai from Nissan, 
Renault and Dacia’s sister brand. 

Mind you, that only gets you a front-wheel- 
drive petrol Duster Access with a Spartan look 
inside and out: rubber bumpers, black roof-rails, 
steel wheels and no radio — yes, you heard right, 
or, rather, nothing... unless you pay extra. 

But most buyers trade up to a top-spec Duster 
Laureate (from £12,995), where standard kit 
includes alloys, air-con, electric windows, 
leather-trimmed steering wheel, satin chrome 
roof-bars, heated and electrically-adjustable 
door-mirrors and a major cabin upgrade 

The 4x4 versions also look good value (from 
£10,995) for those needing a cut-price off-roader. 

Mindful that would-be buyers might need a 
confidence boost to buy into a new brand, 
though some might remember it appearing here 
in the 1980s, Dacia offers to extend the standard 
three-year/60,000-mile warranty by incre- 
ments to as high as seven-/100,000 for an extra 
£850, though other brands give you the same or 
similar peace of mind for free. 

As cars of this type go, the Duster is a sleek 
design, if easily marred by the rubber bumpers 
and steel wheels of the ultra-cheapo model. 

Buy the Ambiance or Laureate versions, 
though, and you have a handsome-looking car, 
and the styling does not flatter to deceive be-

There’s generous head and legroom for three 
adults across the back and a big 475-litre boot 
that expands to a 1,636-litre cargo space with 
seats flopped down — the Qashqai offers 410 and 
860 litres respectively. 

You will also be surprised at the cabin’s fit and 
finish; at this price, you don’t expect luxury, but 
the materials aren’t horrible and do appear du- 
rable. My biggest grumble was the quality of the 
seats: the test car had travelled just a few thou- 
sand miles, but the lack of support — particularly 
lateral — suggested it had already racked up tens 
of thousands. 

The car could also use more insulation, particu- 
larly for motorway cruising when there is a little 
too much intrusion from tyres, wind and engine.

There’s no reason 
a batsman should 
walk — it’s all up 
to the umpire

give an unrivalled insight into life on and off 
the pitch with the county. 


hen it comes to technology, I 
think cricket is leading the way 
in sport. 
With innovations like 
Hawk-Eye and the snickometer, 
it sorts things out. It stops those absolute 
howlers and mistakes creeping into the game. 

That’s what we saw with Stuart Broad not 
being given out by Aleem Daar against 
Australia last weekend, when Australia had 
already used up their referrals and so couldn't 
challenge it. 

Having the technology is definitely a good 
thing as you can finally get the right decisions 
made. 

However, sometimes it takes time out of a 
game if you're referring a lot, so having just the 
two unsuccessful referral attempts is probably 
about right. 

All the technology and the television 
coverage on Sky especially helps your normal 
cricket-lover understand the game a lot better 
— that’s where it’s great. 

Technology was always going to come into 
cricket. It came into tennis and next year 
football will be having the goal-line technology, 
which is a good thing. 

It has become part of the game for the crowd 
and they enjoy the build-up on the big screen 
—it adds to the occasion, really. 

I've stood on occasions when I’ve known I've 
hit it and been given out when I haven't. It’s 
swings and roundabouts. 

When it comes to standing and walking, why 
would a batsman make that big decision for an 
umpire who gets paid thousands of pounds to be 
there? 

There is no reason a batsman shouldn’t stand 
his ground and wait for a decision. I've got no 
qualms about Broad standing. 

Some people might call it cheating. If you 
were in a situation where you needed three 
runs to win an Ashes series and you nick it and 
get caught, do you walk when you're in that 
stressful situation? 

I find it very strange that India don’t use it —it 
must have cost them. They decided they don’t 
want to do it. 

You can imagine, though, that with 50,000 
people watching at a Test match against 
Australia where there is loads of noise in the 
ground, the umpire isn’t going to hear a snick 
behind. It just makes sense to go upstairs and 
check. 

With football it has taken a long time 
considering there is a lot of money in the game. 
In the Premiership you could drop a few places 
because of goal difference, which costs clubs 
millions of pounds, so I can't believe it hasn’t 
happened sooner.

Burton not ready to quit yet 
after Gills exit Is confirmed

AT the age of 36, Deon Burton could be forgiven © 
for wanting to give up and reflect on a career ; 


that has seen him play in all four professional 
leagues in England and represent his country at 
a World Cup. 

However, heading towards his 37th birthday 
in October, the former Jamaican international 
still has the hunger to play, despite seeing his 
season-long spell at Gillingham come to an end 
last week with his contract offer being with- 
drawn. 

The veteran of no fewer than 13 clubs and 
three appearances at the 98 World Cup found 
himself in a familiar position of training down 
the park or in the gym with friends until he 
hooked up with League Two side Scunthorpe 
United earlier this week. 

Last season most definitely showed there is 
still life in his legs yet, with the father of four 
racking up 31 starts in total and scoring 13 
goals as the Gills fought their way to the League 
Two title. Burton rolled back the years to make 
telling contributions, most notably a brace to 
seal a memorable win at Rotherham. 

“Obviously it was done for football reasons. I 
have a good relationship with the manager and 
it’s just football, isn’t it? You move on,” he said. 
“Tt was very disappointing when I got the news. 
It was left that the club would be in touch with 
my agent about signing a new contract. 

“Obviously we would have spoken to other 
clubs earlier had we known the situation. You 
never know, I could end up back at Gillingham. 
Football is a funny old game.” 

Since then he has been ploughing on with his 
own pre-season programme before trialling with 
the Iron, for whom he scored in a 4-1 win over 
Frickley Town on Tuesday while the Gills were 
losing 2-1 to Ipswich Town in their first home 
friendly. 

“Being without a club is very, very stressful, as 
you can imagine,” he said. “Being out of any job 
is very stressful. We've all got bills to pay. I've 
been in the job long enough and know what it 
takes. The transfer window is open for a long 
time still, so I’m not panicking. 

“If I’m not going back to a club the same day

as everybody else, I'm at a disadvantage. I try to 
emulate what I would be doing with a club on 
my own. I've been training with a few other 
players that are out of work — we all get together 
and do a bit.” 

Before joining the Gills last summer he had the 
chance to join MK Dons after trialling with the 
League One side, but the chance to link up with 
Gills boss Martin Allen, with whom he had 
worked at Brentford, proved too tempting. 

“I wasn’t going to Gillingham at 35 to sit on 
the bench and see out my career,” he said. “I got 
40 games and 13 goals in total and topped it off 
with promotion. 

“Everyone says League One and League Two 
are not too different. I know myself I can keep 
going. It’s down to someone to be interested and 
we will go from there.” 

His disappointment at not returning to the 
club is built on the fact that he knows how much 
potential there is for more success after last 
season's title-winning antics. 

“When I first signed and before I even played I 
was hoping for top six, but once the season got 


going from the second or third game we were 
saying we could definitely win this,” he said. 
“We were trying to keep our feet on the ground. 

“In the middle of the season we just had to go 
back to basics and sort out the little problems. 
We had beaten most of the teams already, so we 
just had to crack on again. 

“It’s so disappointing I won't be about to con- 
tinue on from what's been built — it’s a very solid 
base and they can do very well.” 

While Burton wants to carry on playing, he 
does have one eye on life off the pitch. 

“T'm in the middle of doing my UEFA B badge 
—I would like to do coaching if it came about,” he 
said. “I’ve done some things around the schools 
in my local area and at my children’s school. 

“T've still got lots of football left in me. I don’t 
want to be thinking about a player-coach role 
just yet. I just want to concentrate on playing. 

“Tjust think the way I’ve managed my body as 
I've got older and the way managers have man- 
aged me has helped me prolong my career. As 
long as I’m ready for a Saturday, the rest doesn’t 
matter too much.”

Gemili has age on his side 
In pursuit of sub-ten time 


Adam Gemili is jetting off to Russia for the World Championships next 
month... he talks to Greg Miles about chasing a sub-ten-second run 


HAVING to choose between the 100m and the 
200m is not exactly a bad problem for sprint star 
Adam Gemili to have, and on his current rate of 
progress he might as well stick at both. 

Incredibly, it is just short of 18 months since 
he took up athletics full-time, leaving behind his 
dream ofa career in football, having had spells at 
Chelsea, Reading and latterly Dagenham & 
Redbridge. 

Since then the Dartford runner and Black- 
heath & Bromley Harriers AC member has 
become 100m junior world champion in Barce- 
lona—that happened a year ago last week, when 
he was becoming European Under-23 100m 
champion in Finland. He also squeezed in a semi- 
final appearance at the Olympics last summer. 

Then throw in the records of running the fast- 
est 200m by a Brit in five years earlier this sum- 
mer, and becoming the fastest junior Brit ever in 
Barcelona, and you have an enviable force. 

To top it off this week, he was selected to repre- 
sent Great Britain at the World Athletics Cham- 
pionships in Moscow in August in the 200m and 
the 4x100m relay but not the 100m. 

“Everything that has happened has moulded 
me as a person and matured me. It’s about 
knowing how to act in certain situations and 
around certain people, and how to be more re- 
sponsible,” he said. 

“I trained in America in April. I was on the 
same track with Tyson Gay and all of his group. 
People always want to see another person suc- 
ceed, especially if they are young and coming 
into the sport. The main thing is to be patient 
and to develop at your own pace. After all, I’m 
only 19 years old. 

“It took me a long time to recognise what I had 
achieved and where I came from. It is amazing to 
think of the time I had last year. I have just got to 
work extra-hard this year, which is the main 
thing. I have to keep enjoying it.” 

With his rate of progression continuing to at- 
tract attention, it is only natural that he is asked 
about when we can expect to see him run under 
10 seconds in the 100m, but patience is the key. 

“Tt’s an aim, it’s not the main aim,” he said.

“It's all about competition performance at the 
moment. In terms of distance, I think the 200m 
is a big possibility. I ran reasonably well in it a 
couple of weeks ago. 

“T’m naturally a 100m sprinter and the 200m 
feels a bit longer to me. I don’t mind running 
either — whichever one I run I'm happy.” 

The 4x100m relay is also on the agenda and 
he has certainly had to learn the hard way after 
being at fault for GB’s disqualification from the 
Olympic semi-final last summer by going too 
early in the baton handover. 

“T have got over the relay and what hap- 
pened,” he said. “I took a lot of abuse for that, 
which wasn’t nice as an 18-year-old. 

“T have moved on from it and we ran a great 
relay at Gateshead the other week, which shows 


we can compete with the top guys in the world.” 

Away from the track, he has just finished his 
first year at the University of East London, where 
he is studying sport and exercise science. Com- 
bining his training six days a week with a degree 
has its challenges. 

“The first year is done. I managed that pretty 
well, which I’m pretty happy with,” he said. “It 
was hard at first, training at early times in the 
morning, getting up at 7am and 6.45am and 
then going on to a lecture. 

“At first people saw me and recognised me 
from running at the Olympics and asked for pic- 
tures — now they see me every day and know me. 

“Tm just an ordinary guy, exactly like them, 
and just had a great opportunity to run at the 
Games.” 


Injury nightmare 
for Dobriskey but 
joy for Asher-Smith 


LISA Dobriskey, one of Kent's mainstays 
at international events in recent years, will 
heartbreakingly miss out on the World 
Championships in Moscow. 

The 29-year-old from New Romney was 
hoping to set a qualifying time at the 
British Championships last weekend, but 
just 600m into her 1,500m race in 
Birmingham she pulled out with an injury. 

After a scan on Tuesday morning, the 
same day the Great Britain World 
Championship team was being 
announced, she revealed her season was 
over. 

The injury adds to a number that the 
Ashford Athletics Club star has endured in 
recent seasons. She was a big doubt for 
last summer's home Olympics, having 
developed blood clots on her lungs a 
matter of months before. Fortunately, 
however, she recovered in time but 
finished ninth in the Olympic final. 

There was also disappointment for 
Hythe 400m hurdler Jack Green, who has 
also ended his season for personal 
reasons. The 21-year-old has had a 
frustrating season with injuries and below- 
par performances. He crashed out in the 
first round in Finland in attempting to 
defend his European Under-23 crown last 
weekend. 

There was better news for rising star 
and Blackheath & Bromley athlete Dina 
Asher-Smith, who has been selected for 
the 200m for the trip to Moscow. 

The 17-year-old ran a time of 23.14 
seconds in May, which put her fourth on 
the British junior all-time list in that 
distance, and is the fastest time by a 
European junior this year.
